Sir: 

This is to confirm the Examiner's Interview Summary Record of the telephone 
interviews conducted by Applicant's representatives with the Examiner on the above- 
referenced application. Applicant respectfully thanks the Examiner for his consideration 
during the October 5, 2005 and October 11, 2005 telephone interviews. 

Interview Summary 

During those interviews, Applicant's representatives presented various proposed 
amendments to at least claim 1 directed to clarifying the structure and features of the present 
invention, and to distinguishing the invention from the prior art of record. 

At the October 5, 2005 interview, though agreement was not reached, Applicant 
distinguished various references pointed out by the Examiner, which the Examiner kindly 
took into consideration. However, the Examiner determined that the language in claim 1 was 
still not sufficient to fully overcome the prior art. 

During the October 11, 2005 discussion, further amendments to claim 1 were 
proposed, which the Examiner kindly found to be distinguishable over the prior art, but which 
would require further consideration and searching if and when officially filed in view of the 
final rejection status of the above-referenced application.
